OFFICIALS OUTLINE 


STATE EMPLOYES 
UNIONS GROWTH 


J. S. Rivers Says AFL 
Unit Has for Aim More 
Efficiency and Secur- 
ity Among Workers. 


By The Associated Press. 

“Rapid growth” of an American 
Federation of Labor union among 
Georgia state employes to give 
“more efficient service to the 
state and permanent employment 
to those who are qualified” was 
announced yesterday by James S. 
Rivers, a brother of Governor 
Rivers and director of the state 
employment division. 


He is secretary-treasurer of the 
union, “Local No. 19, Georgia 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes.” Harry E. Monroe, direc- 
tor of the industrial bureau, is 
president. 

“It is a non-striking, non-politi- 
cal union,” said Secretary-Treas- 
urer Rivers, “The main purpose is 
to get civil service and provide the 
state more efficient employes, who 
would rank with federal employes 
in not being affected by changes 
in administration. 

Striking Is Forbidden. 

“We can’t strike. That’s in our 
constitution. 

“We never discuss politics at 
our meetings. We are not inter- 
ested in politics. We don’t want 
a state worker to have to look to 
politics for his job. We want it 
taken completely out of politics.” 

Rivers said the union was 
launched in 1937 and has “grown 
very rapidly, especially lately.” 
He listed nine chapters with 375 
members out of approxinfately. 3;- 
000 state employes Monroe esti- 
mated as elig®fble. 

Monroe explained Albert Gos- 
sett, of Atlanta, an AFL. organizer, 
was aiding the union and three 
new chapters would be installed 
“within 30 days.” The nine chap- 
ters at present, Rivers said, repre- 
sent “about 75 per cent” complete 
organization in the Industrial 
Board, the Unemployment Com- 
pensation. Division, Welfare De- 
partment and Education Depart- 
ment and “about 95 per cent” in 
the Atlanta, Rome, Augusta, Ma- 
con and Columbus offices of the 
State Employment Service. 

Dues $1 a Month. 

Dues, he explained, are $1 a 
month, 30 per cent of which goes 
to the AFL, and 5 per cent each, 
to the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades and the Georgia Federation 
of Labor. 

Ever since the union was 
formed, the _ secretary-treasurer 
said, it has tried to get the legis- 
lature to pass a civil service law. 

“We will continue that endeav- 
or,” he said. “We will have rep- 
resentatives at the next session of 
the legislature to explain the ad- 
vantages of such a law.

Emil Helferrich, one of Ger- 
many’s foremost economists, 
writes: 

“We must face the facts. They 
are the same as in 1914-1918. 
England’s power has brought Ger- 
man overseas trade to a complete 
standstill. 

“German ships are lying in 
more than 100 harbors all over 
the globe. 
are blockaded by the British navy 
and part of them already have 
been confiscated.” 

“Furthermore,” Helferrich con- 
tinues, “the enormous quantity of 
goods ready for shipment and 
manufactured against orders re- 
ceived, are piled up in all the 
larger German ports—thus block- 
ading warehouse and any further 
transport possibilities. 

Hitler Cited. 

“The Fuehrer himself said 
‘Germany must export or die.’ 
The whole import and export 
trade, particularly the exporters, 
made the greatest efforts to carry 
out the Fuehrer’s wishes and the 
result is that Kiel, Luebeck, Bre- 
men and Hamburg (seaports) are 
all gradually heading toward ruin. 

“None of the firms are able to 
build up any financial reserve ow- 
ing to heavy taxation and as they 
are compelled to meet their in- 
terest payments and all liabilities 
to cover their overheads they are 
heavily involved,” the writer as- 
serts. 

Helferrich lists these three im- 
portant decisions which must he 
taken immediately: 

“First, the German government 
must provide necessary capital to 
keep them (exporters and import- 
ers) afloat.” 

Urges Facilities. 

“Second, facilities must be grant- 
ed releasing them from the obliga- 
tions of paying rent and allowing 
them to dismiss employes. 

“Third, authorities must provide 
them with some other kind of 


business.”

CLAIMS SUBS SUNK 
FASTER THAN BUILT 


Churchill Reports Five 
Believed Downed by 
Navy During Past Week 


LONDON, Dec. 6—(4)—De- 
struction of Nazi submarines at a 
rate faster than Germany could 
replace them was reported today 
by first lord of the admiralty, 
Winston Churchill. 


He said. five enemy U-boats 
were believed sunk by the British 
navy in the past week. 

(The 3,934-ton Greek 
steamer Paralos with a cargo 
of German coal was sunk in 
the Thames estuary today. 

(The sinking was disclosed 
when 22 of the crew were 
picked up by a British steam- 
er. Three of the crew were 
killed. 

(The surviving sailors were 
unable to say whether their 
ship had struck a mine or 
been torpedoed.) 

Declaring an averag- of two to 
four German undersea craft were 
being sunk each aveek, Churchill 
announced that Britair. had trip- 
led her submarine hunting fleet 
since the war started and that 
nearly 1,000,000 tons of new war- 
ships of all classes were being 
rushed to completion to augment 
her efforts. 

Mine Measures Taken. 

His report to the house of com- 
mons, in which he said alro that 
counter measures against Nazi 
magnetic mines were in an ad- 
vance stage even before the first 
ones were sown in British waters, 
came during a day which saw 
these developments: 

1. The 7,834-ton German liner 
Ussukuma was reported captured

OSSINING, N. Y., Dec. 6.—(P) 
Fritz Kuhn, leader of the pro- 
Nazi German American Bund, en- 
tered a prison within a prison in 
Sing Sing today—a man set apart 
from his fellow-convicts for fear 
of racial or political reprisals 
against him. 

Barring any overturn by the 
higher courts of his conviction in 
New York of larceny and forgery 
for the theft of Bund funds, he will 
serve two and one-half to five 
years—actually some 20 months if 
his conduct is good. 

Arriving here with eight other 
felons, four of them negroes, he 
was put into the standard gray 
shoddy uniform and led away to 
the loneliest of Sing Sing’s cell 
blocks, save only death row. 

“Protective” Custody. 

It is a building detached from 
the rest of the prison and its oc- 
cupants are all in one of two 
gloomy classes — “disciplinary 
cases” and those who must be kept 
in protective as well as unitive 
custody. 

Kuhn learned the rules on his 
first day: No attendance at prison 
movies, ball games and the like; 
no contact of any sort with ordi- 
nary prisoners; no assignment to 
work of any sort except to clean 
his own cell; no trips even into the 
special yard of his own cell block

C ounty Commissioners Honor _ | 
48-Year Year Record of Oscar Jones: 


Began Working in Public 
Works Department in ’93; 
Has Been There Since. 


Oscar Jones, assistant superin- 
tendent of Fulton county public 
works for 48 years, yesterday was 
honored by the board of commis- 
sioners, which paused in its de- 
liberations to give him a memento. 

When Jones first became affili- 
ated with the public works de- 
partment, there was not a foot of 
paved road in the county. Now 
there are nearly 800 miles of it. 
He started to work during the ad- 
ministration of Grover Cleveland 
and has never missed a payday. 

Once, however, he was almost 
permanently removed from the 
lists. In 1900 he was blown about 
20 feet into the air by a charge of 
dynamite, and spent 18 weeks in 
Grady hospital, but he came back 
to work, and has been there since. 

Smilingly, Jones yesterday 
thanked -A. A. Clarke, superin- 
tendent of public works, and com- 
mission members for “two changes 
of flashy pajamas for which I had 
to work 48 years.” It was pajamas 
he got. 


GREAT SLAUGHTER 
UF REDS REPORTED 


Whole Companies Declared 
Mowed Down by Finns’ 
Guns, Artillery. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Dec. 6. 
(?)—Huge Russian forces advanc- 
ing at tremendous cost on the 
Karelian isthmus front were re- 
ported from Viipuri by the Dagen- 
snyheter correspondent today who 
said whole companies of the Reds, 
advancing in line, were mowed 
down by Finnish machine guns 
and artillery. 

The Russian front line forces on 
that front, including the air force, 
are at least 100,000 men, with an- 
other 100,000 held as a reserve 
force, the Finnish commander, 
Alexander Meelblom, told the 
woman writer. 

(Helsinki military experts 
estimated that the Russians 
had only about 200,000 men 
engaged in the campaign on 
all fronts.) 

She described the Russians as 
marching through the woods and 
wherever the rugged terrain per- 
mitted, with tanks and artillery. 
Infantry sent ahead of the tanks 
was being mowed down by the 
Finns, but seemingly endless new 
forces and materials were brought 
up to replace them. 

The Finns were burning villages 
when forced to retreat so the Rus- 
sians gained no quarters or shel- 
ter, the Finnish commander told 
the writer. ,“Every cottage in the 
border district was burned down.”

KIDNAPED YOUTHS. 


~ FREED IN MEXICO 


Officials Believe Pair Re- 
leased Without Payment 
of $20,000 Ransom. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 6.—(UP) 
A Chihuahua dispatch to the 
newspaper Universal tonight re- 
ported the release of Raymund 
Allison and Charles Ghinter, sons 
of wealthy American cattle ranch 
owners in the Comargo section of 
Chihuahua state, who had been 
kidnaped and held for $20,000 
ransom. 


Military authorities of Chihua- 
hua said they believed the youths 
were freed without payment of 
ransom. 

The kidnapers were said to have 
fled to the mountains, closely pur- 
sued by federal soldiers, who 
were called out when the kidnap- 
ing became known. 

The youths were seized while 
they were at San Felipe ranch, 
which is owned by Paul Ghinter, 
father of Charles and one of the 
most popular men in Chihuahua. 

General Antonio Guerrero, com- 
mander of the fifth military zone 
at Chihuahua,. had ordered federal 
troops to take all precautions not 
to harm the youths. 

According to reports, the kid, 
napers, posing as “rurales” (rural 
police), had persuaded the Ameri- 
cans to accompany them on a sup- 
posed search for stolen cattle and 
had seized them when they left 
their ranch properties in the Co- 
margo region of the state of Chi- 
huahua, northern Mexico.

LOW-RENT HOUSING 
HELD GOAL OF FHA 


Directors of Architecture, 
Appraisals Are Among 
Speakers Here. 


Officials of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, one of the 
New Deal’s successful self-liqui- 
dating agencies, will continue their 
round table discussions of techni- 
cal problems and details of the 
agent through Friday. 

Meeting at the Ansley hotel, ex- 
ecutives of national, southern re- 
gional and state offices yesterday 
heard informal talks by Curt C. 
Mack, of Washington, director of 
the administration’s appraisal bu- 
reau; E. Henry Klaber, director of 
the national office’s bureau of ar- 
chitecture, and Clyde L. Powell, 
assistant administator in charge 
of the southeastern division. 

Powell~« said the FHA is now 
working on a survey of low cost 
apartment housing needs for the 
nation. 

The agency, he said, intends to 
concentrate more and more on 
further development of adequate 
rental housing for the great mass 
of people who are forced to pay 
low. rent. 

The administration, he pointed 
out, does not finance the building 
or private homes and apartments, 
but is a loan insurance proposi- 
tion. He emphasized that all FHA 
projects are privately owner, op- 
erated and financed. 

There is already approximately 
$25,000,000 invested in rental 
housing projects in the southeast, 
Powell remarked. 

“Of course our program has op- 
position,” the assistant administra- 
tor said. “But it most comes from 
owners of obsolete dwelling units 
that have served their purpose, 
and we cannot stop progress in 
supplying model sanitary dwelling 
units. 

“The FHA doés not intend to 
oversupply the market. and build 
apartments are not 
needed. We intend to supnly the 
demand, no more,” he concluded.

The body of a 60-year-old

Chief Justice Takes Keen Interest 
In Employers Hit by Labor Row 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(UP) 
Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes of the supreme court 
evinced keen interest today in the 
plight of employers hopelessly 
caught in the middle of the AFL- 
CIO struggle for supremacy in the 
American labor movement. 


Hughes’ comments from the su- 
preme court bench in arguments 
over anti-picketing injunctions in 
Philadelphia and Washington came 
as President Roosevelt again can- 
vassed labor peace prospects with 
AFL President William Green. 
Green Pessimistic. 

Green was pessimistic about the 
chances for unity in the near fu- 
ture,-and said the next move must 
come from CIO President John L. 
Lewis, who obtained the indefinite 
suspension of peace negotiations 
last April. 

Justice Harlan F. Stone joined 
Hughes in questioning AFL gen- 
eral counsel, Joseph A. Padway, 
about the right of a minority union 
to strike the business of an em- 
ployer who is willing to deal with 
a majority union as required by 
the National Labor Relations Act. 
Padway said the union repre- 
senting a minority could strike 
even after the employer had been 
directed by the National Labor 
Relations Board to bargain exclu-

sively with another union. 

“What kind of labor peace is 
possible under that construction?” 
Hughes asked. 

“Another construction would 
mean enslavement of the minor- 
ity,” Padway replied. 

Padway said the rights of the 
minority group to strike was nec- 
essary to protect its members 
against a “bad and dishonest” 
agreement by the majority. 

“T don’t see how you can justify 
economic pressure against an em- 
ployer toward making him do 
what it would be illegal to do,” 
Stone interposed, after recalling 
that the labor law required em- 
ployers to grant exclusive bar- 
gaining rights to a majority union. 

Padway replied that pressure 
against the employer in such a case 
was for the purpose of compelling 
employes to change their union 
affiliation. He said that the em- 
ployer “is in a position from which 
he cannot extricate himself.”

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Far-Reaching Decision 

The decision of the United States supreme 
court in the Chicago milk dealers case is more 
far-reaching than the famous NRA ruling, for 
it removes American agriculture from the threat 
of one-man dictatorship by the secretary of 
agriculture. A federal district court had held, 
and the bureau involved had claimed, that the 
courts no longer held anti-trust jurisdiction 
over the marketing of farm products. 

Now the supreme court, in a surprising, 
unanimous decision, has rejected that concept 
and the Justice Department can proceed with 
its case against the 57 corporations, organiza- 
tions and individuals charged with conspiracy 
to fix milk prices, control the supply and sup- 
press competition. Mr. Wallace to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the court has enabled action 
against an industry in which there has been 
more government meddling than even in the 
NRA days. 

If the supreme court had upheld the decision 
of the district court, then American agriculture 
would have been under the finger of the sec- 
retary of agriculture, whether the present sec- 
retary or a more grasping successor, and the 
consumer would have been confronted with a 
monopoly more fearsome than any industry 
could conceive. 

On the other hand, the Chicago decision 
will point the way for the future conduct of 
agricultural and industrial groups all over the 
country... It will decide the question of whether 
these groups will follow the dictates of the anti- 
trust law, or of some bureaucrat enthroned in 
Washington, This last can only mean a spiral 
of rising prices and lessened production, greater 
misery and an enrichment of special groups at 
the expense of all the people. 

The return of the Chicago case for trial also 
will settle another issue that has recently risen 
in connection with the rights of labor. Involved 
in the Chicago case is the Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
Union, which will maintain it is not subject to 
the act. Since the high court did not pass upon 
that issue, it assuredly will later be presented 
for adjudication. 

The Department of Justice has held that 
labor unions as well as industries are under the 
jurisdiction of the Sherman law, a contention 
that the building trades unions of the AFL in 
particular have been rejecting. The question 
involved is one that must be settled and ac- 
cepted if the cause of labor is to be furthered. 
These unions involved pursue the old battle 
against any more restrictions, seeking the ut- 
most in freedom of action while rejecting re- 
sponsibility. That government must curb the 
abuse of that freedom has been more and more 
evident as industry and labor groups have com- 
bined more and more to limit competition in 
defiance of the basic principle embodied in the 
Sherman law to level the power of monopoly 
and balance it against the rights of the con- 
suming public. 

The divine right once claimed only by kings 
is as wrong for industry and for labor, or for 
either in opposition to the other, as it was for 
monarchs, It is setting the interests of privilege 
above and against the interest of the people. 
It is beyond and hostile to the processes we 
know as democratic. 

The Chicago milk decision and the follow- 
ing test of labor’s right to foster monopoly will 
probably be regarded in the future as important 
as Marshall’s decision in the Marbury vs. Mad- 
ison case, as the Dred Scott ruling, and as vita] 
as the NRA decision of more recent memory. 


Season for Care 

Crowded streets and tired, hurried pedes- 
trians for the next two weeks place a respon- 
sibility greater than ever upon the motorists of 
Atlanta in preserving and extending the re- 
markable safety record established this year. 

Thus far, the traffic toll has been cut almost 
in half for the year. But, at that, some 26 
persons have died needlessly. More will die in 
the fast-fading weeks of the year unless every 
driver takes infinite care to avoid accidents on 
crowded streets and during the twilight hours 
of the homeward trek. 

There have been more than 30 days in 
which death has been kept from Atlanta streets, 
_ and there are less than 30 days more to the end

of the year, a period in which a needless traffic 
death will mean more poignant suffering for 
families than at any other period of the year. 
It is the duty of every motorist to be unusually 
careful to the end that he will not be respon- 
sible for the injury, death or unhappiness of 
any individual in the holiday season. Atlantans 
have proved they can drive death from city 
streets. Upon each person, motorist and pedes- 
trian alike, rests the task of saving lives, and 
happiness. 


Dewey Not Strong Enough 

While any test of presidential candidates’ 
strength at this time is too far in advance of 
the coming national campaign to actually mean 
anything definite, the experimental poll, with 
Thomas E. Dewey as the Republican trial horse 
and with President Roosevelt as a third-term 
Democratic standard bearer, reveals emphati- 
cally that, if the G. O. P. wants a reasonably 
good chance to win, they’ll have to find a 
stronger candidate than the New York district 
attorney. | 

The American Institute of Public Opinion, 
better known as the Gallup Poll; famous for the 
accuracy of its tests, conducted the experiment. 
They presented the fictional issue to a carefully 
selected cross-section of voters of both parties, 
covering the entire country and including all 
age groups and income ratings. 

The result showed that Roosevelt today 
would get 54 per cent of the popular vote com- 
pared to 46 per cent for Dewey. It is advisable 
to emphasize here, once again, that this result 
really indicates nothing as to the possible out- 
come in the election next fall. In this day and 
time circumstances, both domestic and inter- 
national, change too rapidly for the vote of 
today to safely foreshadow the vote of a month 
hence, least of all a year hence. Too, the effect 
of party convention fights, of party platforms, 
of the campaigns themselves, might bring 
Sweeping changes in public opinion. 

However, if President Roosevelt, handicap- 
ped by all the prejudice against a-third con- 
secutive term for any president, with no better 
than lukewarm support from some factions of 
his own party, can still lead by such a margin, 
even in a present-day hypothetical race only, 
it should be emphatic indication to the G. O. P. 
leadership that they’ll have to find a man with 
far stronger national appeal than Dewey if they 
hope to wrest the presidency from the Demo- 
crats. 

Which is not surprising, after all. For noth- 
ing is known of Dewey except in his capacity 
aS &@ pugnacious prosecuting attorney who has 
enjoyed the advantage of much publicity as an 
official “gang buster.” The average American 
voter cannot see how such a background gives 
reason to believe he would be successful in the 
entirely different, and immeasurably more vital, 
capacity as president. Especially during a 
period when international affairs are so pre- 
carious; when the nation, if ever, needs a wise 
and experienced hand at the helm as it strives 
to steer through the reefs of war and to keep 
to the safe waters of peace.

A House of Cotton 

The eyes of many interested in the future of 
the south are upon a duck-covered dwelling in 
Coffee county, Alabama. If this dwelling stands 
the test, the south may find a new outlet for its 
cotton surplus. 

The cotton house is the latest experiment in 
the Farm Security Administration’s constant 
search for ways to house poor families com- 
fortably within their incomes. The big prob- 
lem, it seems, is to house families with the 
buildings materials closest at hand. With this 
idea uppermost in mind, FSA engineers have 
begun many interesting experiments. They 
have built houses from pine, in the southeast; 
cedar, in the northwest: Steel, in Tennessee, 
and desert dirt in New Mexico. 

Now they are anxiously watching the house 
that is covered with cotton duck. This is the 
same material long used by the navy as a 
waterproof, sunproof, Spotproof decking for 
Ships. A family has been living in this dwelling 
for a month. But, as yet, the engineers are 
withholding judgment, because of blisters on 
the house. If the trial house warrants further 
experimenting, another may be tried. 

Southerners should keep fingers crossed that 
this experiment with the cotton house proves 
really successful. A new outlet for Surplus cot- 
ton will profoundly affect the economy of the 
south in a beneficial way.

F. D. R. WANTS TAX INCREASES WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. 


The next act of the an- 
nual tax comedy has downright cataclysmic possibilities. It is 
learned on positive authority that the President is now favorably 
considering recommending severe tax increases to the next session 
of congress. If he lets the wish be father to the act, he will ask for 
excess corporate profit taxes, higher personal income taxes in the 
middle brackets, and minor revisions in the tax system to plug 
loopholes, 

It is still an open question, however, whether the President will 
run the risk of obeying his impulse. What he wants need be in 
doubt no longer. But to do what he wants, he must ignore the 
wishes of certain of the most influential congressinal tax leaders, 
and probably even destroy his new accord with the conservative 
Democrats, It is a distinct possibility that this latter consideration 
will persuade him to hold his hand. 

The Treasury position has not always been entirely plain. After 
playing with the idea of a tax program limited to removal of need- 
less irritants to business, the Treasury briefly decided to ask for no 
program of any sort. Secretary Henry Morgenthau Jr. did not feel 
strongly in the matter, however, and was open-minded to the social 
usefulness of taxes on munitions profits.’ ‘Thus, he will probably 
be ready to go along with the President. 


TAXES FOR DEFENSE The Treasury is no longer talking 


about taxes. But, since the President 
has openly stated his tax plans to others in his entourage, it seems 
virtually certain that he has also confided them to Secretary Mor- 
genthau and his staff. The President is understood to have made 
up his mind at a rather recent date, but, if not before, he had the 
chance to talk to Morgenthau at their regular lunch together on 
Monday. 

Tax ideas similar to the President’s have lately been mentioned 
by several others. Only a few days after the outbreak of the war, 
when the business boom was just declaring itself, members of the 
New Deal group discussed what they called “war profits taxes” 
among themselves. Later their interest cooled, but it has now re- 
vived again. Meanwhile, Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, the Treasury’s,ancient enemy, also spoke out 
for tax increases. And at Warm Springs the President himself 
announced that “‘the people must decide” whether to borrow or tax 
for national defense. His present state of mind may be taken as a 
crystallization of the mental atmosphere in which the Warm Springs 
announcement originated. 


WHIPS AND SCORPIONS The pattern of 1936 deserves to be 
recalled. That year, the President 


was firmly economizing, in order to present a better budgetary pic- 
ture to the electorate. His conservative critics made fun of his 
economies, whereat he answered them, “Very well, if you want a 
balanced budget, I will give it to you with whips and scorpions.” 
The result was the celebrated undistributed surplus tax, now no 
more. Exactly the same pattern has lately been repeated, and, one 
must suppose, is having the same result. 

As the President has only got as far as wanting new taxes, their 
exact nature cannot be specified beyond the broad categories al- 
ready mentioned. The excess corporate profits tax, if presented at 
all, will probably be offered as a tax on wartime profits. Higher 
personal income taxes in the middle brackets—from around $10,000 
to $50,000 annually—are an old scheme contained in the Roswell 
Magill tax memorandum, which has been kicking ’round the Treas- 
ury for two years. A sample loophole-plugging revision is one 
which would not permit the basic personal exemptions to be ap- 
plied in calculating surtaxes. 

Politically speaking, the President’s interest in new taxes must 
be taken as a trend back toward the recently forsaken New Deal 
group of advisers. Conversely, it is also a trend away from the 
conservative Democrats. Anything like a repetition of the undis- 


‘tributed surplus tax row would split the Democratic party from 


nave to chops.. Conservative Democrats are all for taxation, but not 
for taxation of the sort the President wants. To repeat, this con- 
sideration may still move the President to keep his tax plans in the 


small class of his suppressed desires.

“It takes attentive intelligence 
to ride well to hounds. A thought- 
less, unobserving person who lacks 
concentration cannot be really suc- 
cessful’ or enjoy the sport to its 
utmost. . « - 


How to Go 
About It. 


“If it is desired to become pro- 
ficient in the understanding of 
hound work, and thereby add to 
the pleasure of riding by having 
two strings to one’s bow, the first 
thing to do is to learn something 
about the virtues and vices of 
hounds and to try to understand 
some of the problems that con- 
front the huntsman. Having ac- 
quired a bit of the theory, 
make yourself known to the 
huntsman of your pack. He 
will be delighted to tell you 
all he can, Because of the 
lack of interest in hounds shown 
by most people, a huntsman is gen- 
erally hungry for signs of intel- 
ligent interest in his charges. Be 
able to recognize the best hunting 
hounds; take them for your guide; 
watch them closely, and you will 
learn much. If the pack is hunt- 
ing, or, as the ancients would say, 
“seeking for a fox,” and you ob- 
serve Ruin, Docile, Charmer, Rue- 
ful and Pride with sterns feather- 
ing, their noses glued to the 
ground, it is the sign that a fox 
has walked there. 

“Stop, instantly! Do not let 
your horse move at all, even if 
hounds come in your direction. 
Remain quietly where you are, 
for the direction of a horse’s 
movement will influence the cast 
of a hound. Captain speaks in 
his deep, melodious voice; Docile 
speaks; they have the best noses 
in the entire pack, and will cry 
a line when other hounds can 
hardly honor it. At-~- Captain’s 
voice, the entire pack has rushed 
instantly to the scent, all heads 
down, sterns waving madly, all 
intently working out the direction 
in which Charlie Fox has walked.

EATING HABITS CHANGE The price which packers can 


pay the farmers for their pigs 
can’t go up until there is more consumption of pork. Therefore, if 
Georgians wish to render a very real service to Georgia farmers, 
it may be done by including pork in the daily menus. Sausage, 
chops, loins, spare ribs and roasts will be welcomed. It is of fine 
quality and it is economical. 

The eating habits of the American people vary. Indeed, that is 
one of the farmer’s troubles. The New York Times recently re- 
ported on the subject of the American breakfast. 

The breakfast change has been more pronounced than that of 
any other meal. Breakfast has grown lighter and lighter. Once it 
included steak, pancakes, and other heavier foods. 

Fifty years ago the breakfast consumption of buckwheat flour 
was three pounds per head of population. It now is down to a third 
of a pound. Mush and corn bread, cooked in pones or cakes, once 
was eaten in the amount of 117 pounds per capita. It is now 21 


unds. 

Steak has all but disappeared as a breakfast item. 
Fried mush still is delicious but it has slipped. 
Habits change, especially eating habits. 


HAM Ham and eggs have slipped slightly as a 
AND EGGS breakfast dish but it still is a substantial 
industry and is making a come-back. In the years after 1931 there 
was a decline in the production of cured and smoked pork. At 
the same time there was an increase in the consumption of sausage. 
Eggs lost about 20 per cent. Eggs have increased a bit in the past 
ear. 
r Meanwhile the fruits show the most amazing increase. Due to 
advertising and merchandising, they have made a phenomenal gain. 
Forty years ago there were 31,000 boxes of grapefruit going to 
market. Four years ago there were nearly 20,000,000 boxes. In 
1919 there were 20,000,000 orange trees. In 1935 there were 
40,000,000 orange trees, an orange tree for every third person in 
our country. 

Cereals have made a tremendous gain. They have taken the 
place of mush, hot cakes and corn cakes. The country spends more 


than $100,000,000 for the packaged delights from the ploughed 


fields. 
At any rate, Americans still eat breakfast. Their habits have 


changed. Instead of steak, hominy, hot cakes, fried mush, we have 
more fruit and juices, more cereals. Ham and eggs and bacon and 
eggs remain a favorite even if they are off a bit since 1929. 

How much of the decline, one wonders, is due to the economic 
status of the people? Mr. Roosevelt indicated that a third of the 
people were ill-fed. In other words, are there enough persons 
unab’s to pay for more substantial breakfasts to account for our 
change in eating habits? As more jobs are had there likely will be 
an increase in ham and eggs and bacon and eggs. And also in 
oranges, cereals and grapefruit. Perhaps a few, even, may have 
an occasional “breakfast steak.” And more hot cakes with syrup. 
They aren’t hard to take.

If they were things he could not change, he accepted the in- 
evitable and adjusted himself to it. 

The weather, for example, has often troubled him; but he early 
discovered that he could not change it, and thereafter he reconciled 
himself to it; made adjustments necessary to his welfare: and learned 
to enjoy its infinite variety and make the best of its faults. Juveniles 
may still weep or explode with wrath when the weather displeases 
them, but the mature take it as it comes without foolish resentments. 

That is the same attitude toward other breeds of men. They 
are here to stay. We can’t change them. To resent them is like 
resenting the weather. To tolerate them is to make a virtue of 
unfriendliness. If we would quit making comparisons and accept 


them as they are, as we accept other animals that differ from us, ' 


we could find much in them to like and admire.

|crack, but any sensible observer 
‘knows this could only come after 
_a crushing military defeat. 
| Yet every German newspaper 
'preaches this wistful hope, and 
'for that reason I think it must be 
sincerely believed by persons high 
|in the German government. Be- 
‘cause otherwise why hold out a 
'false hope to the German people, 
'who must presently undergo the 
shock of disappointment? 
Morale Is High. 
Germa:i morale (in spite of sto- 
ries which fill the Allied papers 
about the actively mutinous un- 
derground) is at present high, in 
that the people have great con- 
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fidence in the invincibility of their 
army and the wisdom of their 
Fuehrer. But the minds of the 
German people are very badly 
prepared for a long war. When 
in the past skeptics whispered that 
National Socialist policies inevi- 
tably would lead to a long war, 
the average German would trust- 
ingly say, “Yes, but our Fuehrer 
is very clever. He will get us 
what Germany should have with- 
out a war. You will see.” 

Now the war has come, and, 
while as of the moment this is be- 
ing written real fighting has not 
yet started, the German people 
are deeply puzzled. They are be- 
ginning to see that the press cam- 
paign to separate the British and 
French is having no effect. They 
still have a pardonable confidence 
in their truly magnificent army, 
but it is just beginning to dawn 
on them that the struggle might 
be a long and bloody one, and for 
this their minds were not pre- 
pared. 

On this point the French and 
British have a decided advantage. 
Ever since last spring the people 
of both nations have resigned 
themselves to the inevitability of 
a long war, and British minds are 
likewise prepared for heavy dam- 
aging air raids on London. 

Perhaps the hate campaign in 
German newWspapers against Eng- 
land—much more bitter than any- 
thing I saw in the French and 
British press—is a beginning of 
this preparation. And, of course, 
a successful war breeds its own 
preparation, and I have in mind 
the friend of the friend of the 
friend of my friend. He was vio- 
lently anti-Nazi, and when he was 
drafter for the war in Poland he 
said, “So! Now the regime gives 
us guns! When we come back 
from this war we will use those 
guns against them.”

Scurvy Is Still 
A Common 


Ailment 
By Dr. William Brady. 


When the food is practically de- 
void of vitamin C (now chemi- 
cally identified as cevitamis acid) 
well marked scurvy develops in 
two weeks in guinea pigs, in two 
or three months in man. 

“Before we left the shore floe,” 
writes that excellent observer 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson in “The 
Friendly. Arctic’ (Macmillan, 
1925), “Charlie had complained of 
illness. On getting up suddenly 
he felt dizzy and sometimes col- 
lapsed. In general he was disin- 
clined to all exertion, depressed 
with all sorts of gloomy forebod- 
ings, and his strength was notice- 
ably less. These were the symp- 
toms of scurvy and I asked to see 
his teeth and gums. The gums 
were swollen and purple and the 
teeth were slightly loose. There 
was a dull ache in the arch of the 
teeth and the gums bled free- 
RE pe 

Stefansson could not understand 
why scurvy developed, for he be- 
lieved Charlie had been eating 
some fresh meat right along, and 
in his experience fresh meat (ovi- 
bos) had always proved sufficient 
to prevent scurvy. Later he dis- 
covered that Charlie had for some 
time eaten only groceries and a 
little dried ovibos meat, and when 
they were lucky enough to kill 
some caribou and get fresh méat, 
Charlie recovered in three or four 
days sufficiently to resume travel 
over the ice. | 

The scurvy which menaced sail- 
ors in the old days of sailing ships 
was prevented or cured, they knew 
from experience, by lime juice 
(what they called limes were 
probably what we now call lem- 
ons), by potato, onion, any fresh 
fruit or vegetable not too long 
preserved or too much dried. 

Today in the rare circumstance 
that one may be unable to precure 
any kind of fresh food, 
ounces of tomato juice from a can 
will prevent scurvy.

they get enough to prevent acute 
scurvy. These symptoms are a 
sallow, muddy complexion, loss of 
energy, fleeting pains in joints 
and limbs, especially in the legs, 
usually mistaken for rheumatism. 
So-called rheumatism in infants 
and young children has often been 
proved to be due to insufficient 
vitamin C, and is really scur- 
vy . ”

weight and peevishness, irritabil- 
ity, restlessness. 

Apples are a pretty good source 
of vitamin C, Baldwins being 
about six times richer in C than 
Delicious, but on storage in a cel- 
lar apples steadily lose their C 
content so that in the course of 
eight or nine months they are 
nearly devoid of the vitamin; in 
cold storage they lose vitamin C 
potency less rapidly—about one- 
fourth in six months.

Excellent jelly it is that Mrs. 
Floyd turned out the other day, 
made from an odd fruit, quincy- 
donia, and there were so many 
questions, we who weren't weil 
acquainted with  quincydonia 
wanted to ask, Mrs. Floyd agreed 
to tell us about it. 

Quincydonia is a quince-like 
fruit, tropical in appearance and 
resembling a large pear. The whole 
fruit has a mellow fragrance, quite 
tempting to smell, though Mrs. 
Floyd assures us that it does not 
taste good at all in the raw state. 
It makes excellent jelly and pre- 
serves. Quincydonia, Mrs. Floyd 
says, often is found on the grounds 
of the old homesteads throughout 
this section. It is the fruit of a 
tree, and is a species of quince, 
cydonia being the Latin name for 
the quince family. 

The fruit which Mrs. Floyd was 
preserving came from E. L. Roun- 
tree, Riverdale, Ga. It grew on 
his grandfather’s old home place 
which has been settled 125 years. 
Though the trees can be grown 
from seeds, Mrs. Floyd explains 
that it seems to be an old-fashion- 
ed fruit and rarely is found except 
on the old homesteads throughout 
the south. 

In case you run across some of 
this queer-looking and fragrant 
fruit, don’t attempt to eat it as-is;

Declares Georgian Could Not 


Collect for Helping Sell 
Asphalt.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. Dec. 6.— 
Voiding a lower court’s judgment 
of $20,542.39 plus interest, in fa- 
vor of John Whitley, of LaGrange, 
Ga., against George C. White, 
Chattanooga contractor, a Tennes- 
see court of appeals today ruled 
out political influence as a con- 


tractable commodity. 
Whitley contended he contract- 


ed with White three years ago to 
receive $1 a ton for assisting in 
selling asphalt paving to contrac- 
tors building Georgia highways. 
Whitley said he aided in selling 
more than 27,000 tons of materials 
but that White paid him only $7,- 
000. The Hamilton county chan- 
cery court ruled that he was en- 
titled to recover the balance. 
White contended he gave Whit- 
ley $7,000 on January 14, 1936, 
and that the money was to be 
turned over to then Governor 
Talmadge. Talmadge denied he re- 
ceived any money from Whitley 


-icy” and because it “contemplated 


or that Whitley used his influence 
in arranging paving specifications. 

In his appeal, White charged the 
contract was illegal and void as 
“subversive of a sound public pol- 


exercise” by Whitley “of personal 
and political pressure and influ- 


ence” on Georgia highway com- 
missioners. 

The high court held “it is clear” 
that Whitley “was to attempt to 
influence the highway commis- 
sioners of Georgia without reveal- 
ing his personal interest in the 
sale of the Alabama company 
products. There was no considera- 
tion for the execution of the con- 
tract, and the consideration being 
illegal, the, contract is void.” 

The paramount significance, the 
court ruled, is that before Whitley 
“began using his influence, the 
defendant (White) had been un- 
able to sell the Alabama products 
to Georgia but after their contract, 
every action Y’of the commission 
seemed to be in favor of the prod- 
uct of the Alabama company, even 
to the point of granting it a vir- 
tual monopoly.”
